to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby rpakes the 
following rules further to amend the Indian Statistical Service Rule§, 

1961, namely 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Statistical Service (First 
Amendment) Rules, 2003. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in 
the Official Gazette. 


2. In the Indian Statistical Service Rules, 1961 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said rules), - 

U)In rule 5 of the said rules, - 

(i) for sub-rule(l), the following shall, be substituted, 
namely 

"(l)There shall be the following grades in the Service: 

1.Higher Administrative Grade 
2.Senior Administrative Grade 

3.Junior Administrative Grade 
4.Senior Time Scale 
5.Junior Time Scale 

Officers of the Service shall be of Group.'A' as classified in 
the Central Civil Services (Classification, Control and 
Appeal) Rules, 1965 "; 

(ii) after sub-rule (2) the following shall be inserted, 

namely:- 

*’ (3) In addition to the functional grades mentioned in 
sub-rule (1), there shall be a Non-Functional Selection 
Grade in the scale of pay of Rs. 14300-400-18300/- with a 

strength equivalent to 15 per cent of the senior duty 
posts, namely all duty posts at the level of Senior Time 
Scale and above in the Service, and inclusive of the 13 
posts encadred as Functional ‘Selection Grade pbsts vide 
notification GSR 1124 of 27th December 1986: 

Provided that the functional selection posts encadred 
from 27th December, 1986 shall continue to be operated on 
functional basis as long as the incumbents cu rrent 1y 
holding any of those posts continue to hold such a post;

(2) Xn rule 8 of the said rules 
(a) in sub-rule (1)#- 

(i) (a), in clause (a ), for the words and figures "Grade IV" 
the words "Junior Time Scale" shall be substituted, 

(b) and for words "this grade" wherever they occur, the 
words "the Junior Time Scale" shall be substituted, 

(ii) for clause (b) , the following shall be substituted, 
namely 

"(b) Senior Time Scale: 

All the vacancies in the Senior Time,.Scale shall be 
filled by promotion from amongst Junior Time Scale 
officers who have completed not less than four years of 
service on a regular basis in that grade. Promotions 
shall be made in the order of seniority subject to 
rejection of the unfit by the Controlling Authority on the 
advice of the Board. 

Provided that if any junior who has completed the 
qualifying / eligibility service is being considered for 
promotion, the seniors would also be considered provided 
they are not short of the requisite qualifying / 
eligibility service by more than half of such qualifying / 
eligibility service or two years, whichever is less, and 
have successfully completed their probation period for 
promotion to next higher grade along with their juniors 
who. have already completed sUch qualifying/eligibility 
service"; 

(iii) for clause (c),the following shall be substituted,

All the vacancies in the Junior Administrative Grade 
shall be filled by promotion from amongst Senior Time 
Scale officers who have completed not less than five years 
of service on a regular basis in that grade. Promotions 
sh^ll be made on the basis of merit with due regard to 
seniority on' the recommendations of the Departmental 
Promotion Committee. 

Provided that if any junior who has completed the 
qualifying / eligibility service is being considered for 
promotion, the seniors would also loe considered provided 
they are not short of the requisite qualifying / 
eligibility service by more than half of such qualifying / 
eligibility service or two years, whichever is less, and 
have successfully completed their probation period for 
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promotion to next higher grade along with their juniors 
who have already completed such qualifying / eligibility, 
service"; 

(iv) clause (d) shall be omitted;

(iii) any other related matter; 

Provided that if any junior who has completed the 
qualifying / eligibility service is being considered for 
promotion, the seniors would also be considered provided 
they are not short of the requisite qualifying / 
eligibility service by more than half of such qualifying / 
eligibility service or two year.s, .whichever is less, and 
have successfully completed their probation period for 
promotion to next higher grade along with cheir juniors 
who have already completed such qualifying / eligibility 
service." 

VI) for clause (f) the following shall be substituted, 
ame 1 y: - 

"(f) Senior Administrative Grade; 

All the vacancies in the grade shall be filled by 
promotion from amongst Junior Administrative Grade 
officers with eight years’ regular service in the grade 
(including service, if any, in Non-Functional Selection 
Grade), or seventeen years' regular service in Group 'A' 
posts, out of which at least four years regular service 
should be in Junior Administrative Grade. Promotion shall 
be made on the basis of merit with due regard to seniority 
by the Controlling Authority on the recommendations of the 
Departmental Promotion Committee presided over by. the 
Chairman / Member of the Commission. 

Provided that if any junior who has completed the 
qualifying / eligibility service is being considered for
